Crawling along after the Cradock squadron 
was the Canopus. This venerable battleship, built 
in 1899, could wheeze 19 knots when she did not 
have to stop for repairs to her engines. She had 
four 12-inch guns, which, if she could have brought 
them to bear, would have meant the range of the 
Germans. But they had the speed of her. They 
forced battle with her in the rear. After the other 
British ships were destroyed, the fast little Glas- 
gow managed to escape. Her additional two 
knots an hour saved her. 

Such is lesson No. 1. Let us mention an inci- 
dental lesson before we pass to main lesson No. 2. 

A lot of people think that if a navy is 10 per 
cent stronger than another on paper, it will be 
stronger in war. Nothing of the kind. The 
British have always counted upon 20 or 80 per 
cent. They wanted to run no risks. They want- 
ed to be sure of victory—which is cold, common 
sense. 

Now, after Cradock’s defeat at Coronel, Von 
Spee was free to roam the seas, Atlantic and Pa- 
cific, raiding British commerce. The British Ad- 
miralty must find him and find him with a squad- 
ron speedy enough to force battle, and gun power 
enough to destroy his vessels. That meant de- 
taching ships from the main force, which was 
watching the Germans across the North Sea. 
Therefore, in naval war you must have enough 
ships to whip the body of the enemy and enough 
to spare to look after his raiders.

Practically, the Germans might as well have 
aimed their guns in the opposite direction. Their 
desperate courage and persistence in going dewn 
with colors flying was in keeping with that of 
Craddock, but it served no end. Ghastly carnage 
and destruction reigned in the Gneisenau and 
Scharnhorst, while the Inflexible and Invincible 
were steaming along almost as comfortably as at 
battle practice. For a shell that falls a hundred 
yards short is as futile as one that falls 6000, 
and three knots are enough to enable you to hang 
on to your enemy until you have finished him.

lair of the German navy, were the battle

But the German battle cruiser nema deen did 
not tarry long on the English coast. They knew 
that the instant their presence was known, the 
British battle cruiser squadron, with more gun 
power and slightly better speed, would be run- 
ning between them and their home base. They 
could not get away from the British and they 
would have to fight against odds, as Von Spee 
had at Falklands. The art of any kind of war- 
fare is getting there first with the strongest force 
and holding the other fellow under your blows 
until you have beaten him. 

After having killed and wounded more than 200 
women and children, and destroyed a great deal 
of property, the Germans managed to slip past 
the British battle cruiser squadron through the 
fog back to Kiel. 

One the morning of Jan. 24 the German battle 
squadron, under H'pper, came out again. Hipper 
had with him, of course, some light cruisers, 
which we lack, and a flotilla of destroyers, in 
which we are woefully deficient. They guarded 
his flanks, they protected “the superior gun fire 
and the range of bis battle cruisers from sur- 
prise. 

But the Brittish battle cruiser squadron, under 
Vice Admiral David Beatty, also put to sea about 
the same time. It had news of the German's com- 
ing, perhaps secret service news from Kiel. Not 
the least Important part of preparedness is intel- 
ligence of your enemy’s movements. If the news 
did not come from Kiel, Beatty got it from the 
light cruisers and destroyers scouting in the North 
Sea, which flashed their wireless messages back 
to Sir John Jellicoe.

Great Britain has 16 light cruisers, 29 
knots speed; we have none. She has

Miss Andrews 
gaia she was visiting at the home of 
James Barnes, adjoining the olub. 

The witness said Mary Prunowski 
was in the club a week ago when Fee- 
rey had a fight with another man, and 
she ran out into the alley, with her 
waist torn. The witness knew the oth- 
er girl by sight, as she had been visit- 
ing the club every day, but did not 
know her name. 

Mary Prunowski, on the witness stand 
admitted that she went to the club at 
1 o'clock Wednesday, but said she left 
at 8 o’clock. The girl with her, she 
sald, was Mamie Williams. In the even- 
ing, she said, she went to a show at 
Sixth street and Franklin avenue with 
the Williams girl, and two men whose 
names she did not recall. They were at 
the show from 7 to 11.o’clock, she said, 
and she reached hom@at midnight. She 
denied she was at the club Wednesday 
night. 

She said there was trouble in the etud

A vigorous campaign for the im- 
provement of housing conditions in 
the congested districts of St. Louis.

started early in January by the Hous- 
ing Conference, comprised of the rep- 
reseptatives of several organizations. 

This campaign will be the outcome 
of the visit of Lawrence Veiller of 
New York, secretary of the National 
Housing Association, to St. Louis last 
week. Veiller’s recommendations for 
making the campaign effective will 
be followed by the local workers. 

The Housing Conference was creat- 
ed recently to bring together all per- 
sons in St. Louis interested in better 
living conditions for small wage 
earners. 

Visitor Makes Three Talks. 

After an inspection of the crowded 
districts of St. Louis, Veiller, who de- 
liwered three ‘talks on the subject 
during his stay im the city, reported 
these findings: 

“That St. Louls has in quality, if 
not in quantity, among the worst hous- 
ing conditions in the United States; 
that although conditions have im- 
proved in the past five years, they 
are still bad In congested districts 
and demand vigorous remedies; that 
we have adequate laws to control 
housing conditions in tenement 
houses, lodging houses, old residences 
converted into rooming houses, vaults 
and congestion on lots, and that the 
laws are poorly enforced because of 
lack of funds and lack of public sup- 
port of the Health Department’s hous- 
ing work. 

Makes Recommendations. 

Veiller recommended as the basis of 
a successful campaign for the improve- 
ment of housing conditions: 
Publication of the essential facts 
about conditions in a folder to be dis- 
tributed throughout the city; adequate 
funds for the Health Department to em- 
ploy. inspectors for housing conditions 
alone. (At the present time the Health 
Department has no inspectors whatever 
for housing). Obtaining the oco-opera- 
tion of police in sanitary inspection 
through systematic reports; procuring 
the co-operation of the courts in sus- 
taining a vigorous campaign of prosecu- 
tion against property owners who fall 
to observe the provisions of the law.“

will be formed by the Health Depart- 
ment to aid it in ite work. This com- 
mittee would be the means of contact 
between the Health Department and the 
public In its campaign to get adequate 
sanitary inspection. 

St. Louis today, according to the hous- 
ing conference, has one of the most 
poorly supported Health Departments in 
the United Gtates and spends less per 
capita in preventive health work than 
any other metropolitan city.

N inquiry into the conditions of na- 
A tional defense has brought us by 
logical stages to the question. 
How is an army to be trained? Th: 
answer must go a little beyond the 
question. It is not possible to dissoci- 
ate organization from training. A prop- 
erly trained must be a properly organ- 
ed army; an improperly organized 
army cannot possibly be a properly 
trained one. Now the present United 
States army almost wholly lacks organ- 
mation, and its training ts correspond- 
ingly feeble. 

Our army is In some ways continuing 
methods that expired in Hurope when 
the French revolution broke out—anid 
we flatter ourselves that we are a pro- 
greusive people! Those were the days 
of the infantry phalanx, made up of 
masses of professional soldiers spending 
their lives with the colors, and ready 
to march and fight at a moment's notice. 
If there are any ideas whatever back 
of the org&nization of our army they 
belong te this category. We have not

a war footing is a slow and complicat- 
ed process, requiring machinery such 
as depots and reserve systems; that a 
modern army is not controlled by «a 
man riding a horse who has a copy of 
Napoleon's campaigns in one holster 
and a pistol in the other, but by groups 
of specialists gathered in an office, of 
which the work is just about 1 times 
more complicated than that of the traf- 
fic agent’s office of a great railroad 
system. — 


a nation, before very long, we 
A afe going to create something 
which will be labeled an army. 
But it !s a big question as to what sort 
of a thing is going to be» And if we 
are to have the right thing, it is time 
some serious misconceptions as to the 
real significance! of the word training 
should be cleared up. Take an analogy: 
We have no chemical dyes. So we de- 
cide to start a great plant to supply 
our national needs in dyestuffs. How 
do we set to work? 

Do we say: Let us get 4.000 workmen 
and set them to learning how to pro- 
duce dyes? And having decided ar- 
bitrarily on our 400,000 workmen, do we 
than build factories to hold them, and 
go carry all the other expenses on along 
the line, spending heaven knows how 
many billions and producing materials 
over which we paste labels on which the 
word “dye” ts printed in large capitals? 
Why, of course not—not if we have any 
sense left. What we do is very dif- 
ferent. We begin. with two or three 
men only—experts in the production of 
dyes—in the running of dye factories, in 
the marketing of dyes. With these we 
start building up a staff expert in every 
branch of the business, and then, iast 
of all, we engaged our workmen. And 
if our experts are highiy trained men, 
so will our labor in, dus oourse also be- 
come highly trained. 

The whole question is right there. 
With highly trained experts We can 
have a highly trained army, we can 
do the most war work at the least 
cost, we can make the least change in 
our national habits by maintaining re- 
latively small armed forces How are 
we to obtain such experts? By ae 
ing our present military inatitutions to 
the best purposes, and by selecting 
from the army the very best men to 
run them. And we have in the army 
some brilliant teachers—like Col. John 
F. Morrison, Col. Farrand Sayre and 
eee ee statlone in the Philip- 
pines or China, where there is the last 
possible danger of their being able to 
start up anything so uncomfortable or 
fatiguing as reforms!

Next in importance, that is 
fourth, a division implies a dozen or 
nore regimental and batalion command- 
ers, trained in those duties, and, above 
all students in a live school of tactics, 
which may by its teaching mean all th 
difference between success and fallure. 
. rd from fourthly we may go down 
several more stages before we reach the 
private.. As for him, the Better trained 
he fs the better; but if his officers are 
what they should be, we can safely 
leave that matter in their hands. 

Now, through the four most important 
stages of this training we have prac 
tically nothing in this country, save in 
the matter of a certain amount of staff 
work in which the officers who are lucky 
enough to get to the Fort Leavenworth 
school get theoretical training. For the 
r we have practically nothing to show.

| People it caused a lot of worry. Of 


course the civil rule in Brussels will 
po be superseded by military rule. 
Thé Germans have spent 14 months 
building up elaborate civil govern- 
ment and they are not going to de- 
“troy it at one fell swoop. 

Next to talking about the war in 
the brasseries, watching war pictures 
in the various motion picture shows 
appeals strongly to the Brusselois. A 
surprisingly large assortment of war 
films are being shown in Brussels at 
the present time. In one of the larger 
movie houses near the Galerie St. 
Hubert I saw an interesting coliection

of war pictures: In addition to the 
Scenes at the German front, the entry 
of the . ar forces into Warsaw 
and the of Novo-Georgiewsk, 
there were pictures of King George 
and Earl Kitchener reviewing the 
British troops, Czar Nicholas and his 
staff at the Russian front and Gen. 
Joffre awarding the Legion of Honor 
to a long line of officers in recogni- 
tion of their distinguished service. 

The French pictures were greeted 
with an outburst of applause which 
seemed to amuse several German of- 
ficera who were sitting near me 
When Gen. Joffre kissed a black of- 
ficer (probably a Senegalese) on 
both cheeks the Germans roared with 
laughter. And 1 will confess that I 
laughed with them.’ 

During the early days of the occupa- 
tion the entrance of a German soldier 
into a cafe was a signal for all the Brus- 
selois to leave. The natives even left the 
street cars when the gray-coated in- 
vaders bearded them. This condition no 
longer exists. It is true that there are a 
few German restaurants whose custom- 
ers are almost exclusively German sol- 
diers, but German officers are to be 
found bunching and dining in the same 
restaurants and hotels with the towns- 
people. 

Soldiers Ride Free. 


The street cars are usually half filled 
with soldiera throughout the day. They 
are allowed to ride free, with the result 
that they spend a large portion of their 
leisure riding about the city. The people 
of Brussels have become so used to them 
that they do not pay the slightest atten- 
tion to them. 

The conduct of the soldiers—I am re 
ferring to the landsturmers who are in 
the city today—is above reproach. They 
are wnder the strictest discipline and a 
complaint against a Gérman soldier or 
under-officer—if substantiated by wit- 
nesses—means a term at hard labor for 
the unfortunate Teuton. 


There have been few attacks or even 
attempted attacks on women in Brus- 
sels since the occupation of the capital. 

Strangely enough, the German author- 
ities have not tried to regulate the mor- 
als of the Belgian capital. Before the 
war most travelers knew Brussels to be 
one of the wickedest cities in Europe. 
And the marolles, as the city toughs are 
called, make walks through many sec- 
tions of the city absolutely dangerous. 

The marolles have beer suppressed, or 
at least made to respect the majesty of 
the law, but there are many Women on 
the boulevards as well as in numerous 
cafes noted for their bad reputations. 
One of the notorious resorts of the cap- 
ital is the Rayale, or public baths, where 
both sexes are permitted to disport 
themselves in a large swimming pool in 
decidedly scanty attire. 

In Berlin the authorities have closed 
all the questionable resorts, and a large 
proportion of the women have been 
forced to work in the munition factories 
in Spandau. But here in Brussels condi- 
tiong in this respect are practically the 
same as before the war. 

Citizens Read Notices. 


Another feature of Brussels life that 
is certain to attract the attention of a 
traveler is the large number of notices 
posted in conspicuols places about the 
city. When the German military or 
civil authorities wang to make an an- 
nouncement to the public posters printed 
in German, French and Fiemish are 
posted on the walls of the Bourse, near 
the churches, especially the Catherdai 
of St. Gudule and in various points 
about the Place del Hotel de Ville. 


New announcements are made every 
few days and a group of townspeople 
can nearly always be found standing 
around reading them: Sometimes they 
refer to the financial levies made on 

city—Brussels is being levied upon 
to the tune of 8,000,000 francs a month, 
although this money will not be collect- 
ed until six months after the end of the 
war.

In the Balkan zone the first chapter 
is closed, but with more than 2,000,000 
men of a dozen different nations under 
arms, it is not likely thet the campaign 
will long maintain a state of quiet. On 
the fringes of the Balkans there is 
promise of new annoyances for the 
Bulgarians and Germans in the Ital- 
latie operating through Albania and the 
Russian concentration in Bessarabia.

A full-fledged gambling game, played 
for cash stakes as low as 10 cents and 
as high as G. was running full blast for 
two hours last night in the Coliseum,

“The Government of the United States expects 
that the Austro-Hungarian Government, appreciat- 
ing the gravity of the case, will accede to its de- 
mand promptly; and it rests this expectation on the 
belief that the Austro-Hungarian Government will 
not sanction or defend an act which is condemned 
by the world as inhumane and barbarous, which is 
abhorrent to all civilized nations, and which has

tion of the facts in the ease in the aforesaid note 
leaves room for many doubts and even if this pre- 
sentation were correct in all points and the most 
rigorous legal conception were applied to the judg- 
ment of the case, it does not in any way sufficiently 
warrant attaching blame to the commanding officer 
of the war vessel or to the Imperial and Royal Gov- 
ernment. 

“The Government of the United States has also 
failed to designate the persons upon whose testimony 
it relies and to whom it apparently believes it 
attribute a higher degree of credibility than to the 
commander of the imperial and royal fleét. The note 
also fails to give any information whatsoever as to 
the number, names, and more precise fate of the 
American citizens who were on board of the said 
steamer at the eritical moment. 

“However, in view of the fact that the Washington 
Cabinet has now made a positive statement to the ef- 
fect that citizens of the United States of America 
came to grief in the incident in question, the Imperial 
and Royal Government is in principle ready to enter 
into an exchange of views tn the affair, with the 
Government of the United States. 

“It must, however, in the first place, raise the 
question why that Government failed to give judicial 
reasons for the demands get forth in its note, with 
reference to the special circumstances of the in- 
criminating events upon.which it itself lays stress, 
and why in lieu thereof it referred to an exchange 
of correspondence Which it has conducted with an- 
other Government in other cases. 

“The Imperial and Royal Government is the less 
able to follow the Washington Cabinet on this un- 
usual path, since it by no means possesses authentic 
knowledge of all of the pertinent correspondence of 
the Government of the United States, nor is it of the 
opinion that such knowledge might be sufficient for 
it in the present case, which in so far as it is in- 
formed, is in essential points of another nature than 
the case or cases to which the Government of the 
United States seems to allude. 

The Imperial and Royal Government may, 
therefore, leave it to the Washington Cabinet to for- 
mulate the particular points of law against which 
the commanding officer of the submarine is alleged 
to have offended on the occasion of the sinking of 
the Ancona. 

“The Government of.the United States has also 
seen fit to refer to the attitude which the Berlin 
Cabinet assumed in the above-mentioned 
dence. The Imperial and Royal Government finds 
in the much-esteemed note no indication whatever 
of the intention with which this reference was made. 
Should, however, the Government of the United 
States thereby have intended to express an opinion 
to the effect that a prejudice of whatever nature 
existed for the Imperial and Royal Government with 
respect to the jndicial consideration of the affair in 
question, this Government must, in order to preclude 
possible misunderstandings, declare that, as a mat- 
ter of course, it reserves to itself freedom of main- 
taining its own legal views in the discussion of the 
case of the Ancona. 

In having the honor to have recourse to the kind- 
ness of his excellency, the Ambassador of the United 
States of America, with the most respectful request 
to be good enough to communicate the foregoing fe 
the American Government and on this occasion to 
state that the Imperial and Royal Government in no 
less degree than the American Government and un- 
der all circumstances, most sincerely deplores the 
fate of the innocent victims of the incident in ques- 
tion, the undersigned at the same time avails him- 
self of this opportunity to renew the expression of 
his most distinguished consideration to his excellency 
the Ambassador.

When the North of Mex- 
ico rose against Huerta, Villa made his 
way across the Rio Grande inte Mexico 
with two companions, six ‘‘borrowed”’ 
horses, $7 and a small supply of corn 
and beans. 


Had Army eof 30,000. 

Inside a year he was the head of a 
well-equipped army of 30,00 men with a 
war chest of several million dollars ac- 
cumulated from the seizure of rich 
estates. This force was armed and 
equipped with artillery largely from the 
Federal forces defeated or captured by 
the peon General. 

Animosity arose early in 1914 between 
Gen. Carranza, the first chief of the 
Constitutionalist army, and Gen. Villa. 
Peace was patched up between them 
several times, but each time the trouble 
broke out afresh. Villa declined to enter 
Mexico City when Carranza took pos- 
session in August, 1914.

PREDICTS ADVANCE 
IN MOTOR CAR PRICES 


It sounds queer to Say that the 
American automobile industry. is pay- 
ing a heavy price to the war that. is 
waging in Europe, nevertheless, it is 
an undisputed fact,” said H. M. Jew- 
ett. president of the Paige-Detroit Mo- 
tor Car Co., in a letter to the Frye 
Motor Car Co. of St. Louis. 
“Materials of every description used 
the manufacture of automobiles 
have gone up tremendously in price, 
due to the fact that huge quantities 
of these materials are used in mak- 
ing war munitions and machines of de- 
struction, 
‘Everybody knows that steel, iron, 
aluminum, copper, and all metals have 
shot skyward in price: leather and hair 
have gone in the same direction. and 
the price of labor all over the country 
has increased. The result is that the 
finished automobile has gone up in 
price considerably to those manufac- 
turers who had not contracted on their 
material for this year’s production, In 
many instances raw material has ad- 
vanced so high that the parts’ makers 
were unable to obtain same, and were 
forced to buy in the open market ang 
to increase their price to the motor 
ear manufacturers, even in the face 
of having contracted in advance. 
“Much has been said by some manu- 
facturers in regard to increasing their 
production of motor cars and thereby 
reducing the price. All the manufac- 
turers of recognized standing have 
gone past the point where they are 
able to reduce their price materially 
by increasing their volume. as their 
overhead, if it ie legitimate, is already 
#0 low per car that the increase in vol- 
ume will not affect .t materially. We

Harry M. Duck of Crescent. a_ re- 
tired banker and self-styled Progress 
ive Democrat,” was appointed an ex- 
cise commissioner of St. Louis County 
yesterday by Gov.

lat Mra. Vera Robinson Coyne of 
St. Louis had settled her claim against 
the $1,000,000 estate of the late Col. 
Wardwell G. Robinson, of Oswego, N. 
Vi, whose daughter she declared her- 
self to be, and that by the terms of 
the settlement she would receive 
about $60,009. 

Justice Crouch of the Supreme 
Court in Syracuse (corresponding to 
the Cirevit Court in St. Louis) yes- 
terday ratified the settlement between 
the heirs and Mrs. Coyne, the dispatch 
stated. 

The dispatch said it was understood 
that Mrs, Coyne’s lawyers would get 
one-half the amount of the settle- 
ment, leaving Mrs. Coyne $30,000.

who is one of Mre. Coyne’s lawyers, 
was not at his home when a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter sought to ask him

‘The dispatch states that the set- 
tlement was brought about by the ef- 
forts of Spencer 
Mrs. Coyne’s lawyers. Seventy-two 
persons were named in Col. Robin- 
son's will as his heirs, and all were 
prevented, by Mrs. Coyne’s suit, from 
wetting their money.

Supplies Will Be Sent to France 
for Benefit of Widows 
and Orphans. 


The proceeds of the French fete de 
Charite and Bazar at Dreamland last 
Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday, for 
the benefit of the widows and orphans 
in France, will amount to between 
$7500 and $8000, according to Gus V. 
R. Mechin, president of the Societe 
Francaise de St. Louis, under whose 
auspices it was given. 

Mechin yesterday received reports 
from the different committees having 
charge of the features of the bazar, 
and was able to make an estimate of 


one, and includes establishment of a 
special sanitary police corps, working | 
under orders from the federal board | 
of health.

LAREDO, Tex., Dec. 18.—Measures to 
guard against the spread of typhus in- 
fection into the United States from 
Mexico have been adopted by State and 
Federal authorities along this borer. 
Reports brought by incoming passen- 
gers indicate that the disease has spread 
to within a few hundred miles of the 

American border. 

The precautions here concern railroai 
equipment which might bring infected 
vermin into the United States. Freight 
cars returning from Mexico are subject- 
d to inspection and also to fumigation 
if the finding justifies fumigating. Pas- 
Senger equipment also is subject to fu- 
migation provided it goes into Mexico 
beyond the yard limits of Neuvo Laredo, 
and also is liable to fumigation if ic 
remains ~ithin those yard limits to? 

The shuttle train operat- 
ing between here and Nuevo Laredo is 
given scrubbings with carbolic acid 
and other solutions.

COAST DEFENSES 


530 Officers Also Needed Ac- 
cording to War Depart- 
ment Report. 


Rv Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—War Depart- 
ment Bureau reports made public dis- 
close the following facts about the army 
of the United States and its coast de- 
fenses: 

The system of coast defenses is “the 
most formidable in the world,” but is 
short 50 officers and 10,82 men of the 
regular establishment and 271 officers 
ond 9891 men of the national guard to 
man all forts and mined defenses. Con- 
grees has appropriated 175,000,000 to 
establish the present system, but at 
present batteries which cost $41,000,000 
are without trained personnel to man 
them. 

Batteries of i6-inch; S0-caliber guns 
are recommended as the primary arma- 
ment of all major forts in order that 
enemy ships may be kept at great dis- 
tance. Mobile howitzer batteries of 16- 
inch, 17-inch or even larger guns are 
urged to supplement the permanent 
forts, the howitzers to be fired from 
railroad cars or motor trucks.

258 of whom were in the United 
States, 14.8% of this number being on 
duty on or near the Mexican border, 
Vacancies in the enlisted force were re- 
@uced from 96573 in 1914 to 178%, the year 
having seen 44,813 recruited, of whom 
nearly 9 per cent were born in the Unit- 
ed States. 

On Oct. 1 the full strength of the or- 
ganized militia was 785 officers and 
120,698 men, just 21,571 below required 
enlisted strength of the organizations. 

Inspecting officers estimate that it 
would require from ten to twelve months 
te put the militia in the field in the 
Federal service. There were 32,313 stu- 
dents enrolied in 96 schools having mili- 
tary courses and graduates from these 
schools since 19066 numbered 39,490. The 
coast artillery established scores of 59 
per cent hits with 10-inch guns and 52 
per cent hits with 12-inch guns, at 5000- 
yards range, as against % per cent and 
per cent respectively in 1913; at 10,000 
yards the scores were 36 per cent with 
the tens and 19 per cent with the twelves, 
as against 13 and 1 per cent in 1913. 

The army death rate was 440, com- 
pared with 6.15 the year before. There 
were only seven cases of typhoid fever 
out of a total man strength of person- 
nel of 98,6402. A new low record was set 
for tuberculosis at 3.50 for all troops, the 
rate in continental United States be- 
ing 2.60.

Company—Petition Purports to Show How

yesterday, asking that a receiver be 
appointed for the Hargadine-McKitt- 
rick Dry Goods Co., it is alleged that 
the assets of the company were 
wasted in financing the Railway Ex- 
change Building, which covers the 
block between Sixth and Seventh and 
Olive and Locust streets, and ig 22 
stories high.

The petition alleges that in 1906 
Thomas H. McKittrick, president of 
the $4,000,000 Hargadine-MoKittrick 
Dry Goods Co., conceived the idea of 
erecting the Railway Exchange Build- 

ng on property, part of which was 
then tenanted by the William Barr 
Dry Goods Co., which was making a 
net profit of more than $50,000 a year. 
In order to carry out this plan, it is 
alleged, McKittrick in June, 1905, in- 
duced the Hargadine-McKittrick Co. 
to purchase all the capital stock of 
the Barr Co. for $1,800,000, although 
the assets of the Barr Co. at that 
time were not worth more than $909,- 
000. By this transaction, it is al- 
leged, the four McKittrick defend- 
ants and English and Donahoe, as 
directors of the McKittrick company, 
diverted $900,000 from the treasury of 
the McKittrick company and are liable 
to it for that amount. 

In furthering his building plan, the 
petition says, Thomas H. McKittric® 
associated with himself W. J. Hol- 
brook, George H. Blackwelder and 
Murry Carleton and formed the De- 
partment Store Investment Co., which 
obtained from the Julia Building As- 
sociation a lease on approximately the 
east half of the Railway Exchange 
Building site. This lease had been 
held by the William Barr Dry Goods 
Co., which was then controlled by the 
Hargadine-McKittrick Co., and the 
turning over of the lease to the De- 
partment Store Investment Co. was, 
according to the petition, a diversion 
of funds from the Hargadine-McKit- 
trick Co. 

It is alleged that while the capital 
of the McKittrick company was tied 
up in the building project the com- 
pany declared and paid a divident of 
per cent on the common stock in 
Decémber, 1905, though the dividend 
had not been earned. 

Voting Trust Charged. 

The holders of this common stock, 
it is charged, were those most deeply 
Interested in the promotion of the 
Railway Exchange Building and the 
dividend was taken from the capital 
stock of the McKittrick Co. 

It ts alleged that after increasing 
its capital stock to $6,800,000 the Har- 
gaiine-McKittrick Co. in January, 
1906, took charge of the Barr store 
and spent $100,000 of the McKittrick 
company’s money on fixtures, deco- 
rations and alterations, although it 
was known the building would soon 
be wrecked to make way for a new 
one. 

The petition alleges that a voting 
trust, by which the stock of the Me- 
Kittrick Co. was placed in control of 
the St. Louis Union Trust Co., 
1906, was illegal. 

The petitioners charge that the Me- 
Kittricks in 1906 ousted the manager 
of the William Barr Dry Goods Co. 
and that in order to get rid of him 
they paid him a bonus of $60,000 to 
$65,000, and appointed George II. 
Allan in his place. It is alleged that 
Allan wreckeq the Barr company by 
removing old heads of departments 
and changing its business policy in 
such a way that more than $860,000 
of its assets were wasted. 

The petitioners allege that instead 
of directly acquiring the leasehold to 
property on the west half of building 
site Thomas H. McKittrick and his 
associates formed various real estate 
companies to acquire these leases. 
After this was done the Department 
Stores Investment Co, re-leased the 
properties from the real estate com- 
panies. 

Salary Increases Objected To. 

In all such cases, it is alleged, the 
Department Stores Co. paid $19,000 to 
$20,000 a year more for the leases 
than would have been necessary had 
it acquired the leases first hand. In 
this way, it is alleged, money of the 
Hargadine-McKittrick Co. was di- 
verted and made to yield a profit to 
the four McKittricks named as de- 
fendan: and their associates in the 
Railway Exchange Building project. 
The inflated rentals paid to the De- 
partment Stores Co. up to this time 
amount to $75,000, the petitioners as- 
sert. 

It is alleged that Thomas H. McKit- 
trick induced the board of directors of 
the McKittrick company in 1907 to ap- 
prove his action in forming these sub- 
sidiary easehold companies, and that 
in 1910 his salary as president of the 
McKittrick company was raised from 
$2600 to $15,000 a year and salaries of 
other officers were increased, though 
the profits of the company did not 
warrant this. 

The salary increases, it is alleged, 
amounted to $250,000 between 910 
and 1914. It is also asserted in the 
petition that in February,

The Annufty Realty Co., on April 1, 
1912, leased to the Railway Exchange 
Building all the property on the west 
half of the building ‘site for 88 years 
and nine months, it being agreed the 
Railway Exchange Buliding should pay 
the Annuity company à rental of $398,000 
a year until 1987, and $093,000 a year for 
the remainder of the term. 

The petition gives a tabulated staie- 
ment purporting to show the losses to 
the Hargadine-McKittrick Co. through 
the formation of subsidiary companics 
to handle the leases. This statement 
says that payments for leaseholds frox 
1906 to 1912 amounted to $925,582, and 
that if the Annuity company had not 
been interposed as a teaseholder the ex- 
penditures necessary in acquiring the 
leases would have been only $244,908. in 
this way, it is alleged, $680,674 was di- 
verted from the Hargadine-McK ittrick 
assets to the profit of Thomas H. Me- 
Kittrick and his associates. 

It is asserted by the petitioners that 
the ultimate receipts of the Annuity 
company from the lese holds will 
amount to more than $14,000,000, which 
should go into the treasury of the Har- 
gadine-McKittrick Co. 

The petitioners allege that money 
also was diverted from the Harga- 
dine-McKittrick company treasury by 
the formation of the Kingston Invest- 
ment Co. to obtain a lease on prop- 
erty between Sixth and Seventh 
streets on the north side of Locust 
street, now known as the Railway 
Exchange Annex in which a power 
plant is operated by the Light & De- 
velopment Co. The value of this 
leasehold is alleged to be more than 
$2,000,000 and it is asserted that none 
of the profits arising from it has 
been turned in to the Hargadine- 
McKittrick company, 

Assets Wasted, Is Charge. 

The petitioners assert that although 
the Hargadine-McKittrick Dry Goods 
Co. had more than $8,000,000 of as- 
sets, ever and abeve liabilittes these 
assets have since been wasted as a 
result of the financing of the Rail- 
way Exchange Building and the phy- 
sical stock of the company has been 
sold to the Ely & Walker Dry Goods 
Co.

The petition alleges that in the course 
of its business career the Hargadine- 
McKittrick Co. paid freight charges 
to railroads aggregating $200,000 to 
$250,000 a year and that the railroads 
gave rebates on these payments, the re- 
bates being paid to Thomas H. McKit- 
trick. It is alleged that about May, 

7, McKittrick turned over to the com- 
pany about $22,000 of these rebates, but 
that he has never made a full account- 
ing of the rebates and that the plaintiffs 
believe he still owes the company 800, 
000 in the form of rebates received from 
railroads. It is also alleged that Thomas 
H. McKittrick, when president of the 
ry goods company, kept two sets of 
books, one known as the “confidential 
ledger,” and that this ledger, if brought 
into court, would disclose other indebt- 
edness — the company.

“Albert Bond Lambert, founder and 
ptain of the Aviation Reserve, a corps 
of professional flyers, ready to serve the 
Government in time of need, announced 
terday that he would appear before 
co Eressional committees within the 
few weeks, in the effort to pre- 
any reduction of the $13,000,000 ten 
for aeronautics, in the proposed nava 
“eppropriations for the next five years. 
Lambert spent several days in Wasna- 
‘ington last month and talked with Prve'- 
“tent Wilson, Secretary of the Navy 

Daniels and Rear Admira! Benson, about 

the navy's aecronautic needs. He urged, 

upon them all his view that the proposed 
36,000,000 item for naval aeronautics, cov- 

“ering the next five years, was utterly 
dmnadequate. After he left Washington 

it was announced that the estimate had 

been increased to $13,000,000. Lambert 
_is in communication with Congressman 
tiensiey, as to the time when naval ap- 
propriations will be considered. 
Lambert said today that $13,000,000 
“would provide fairly well for the aero- 
tdutical needs of the present navy. but 
that it would not be enough to keep 
ee with the naval-increase now pro- 
poed He pointed out that his pre- 
dictions as to the use of the aeroplane 
and other aireraft in naval warfare, 
made in an Interview in the Post-Dis- 
patch in September, 1915, have been 

b rue out by the events of the European 

war. The four chief belligerent nations 
N Europe., he said, spent 8180, 000, 000 on 
. before the war, and have 
Spent more than $300,000,000 on agro- 
hauties since the war began. 

In his former interview. nearly a year 
before the war began, Lambert outlined 
@ program for the aeronautic develop- 
ment of the United States navy. He 
urged that “mother” ships be built, to) 


carry and launch air craft and that 


aeroplanes be ullt and used for scout 
“work, carrying of explosives and of- 
fensive fighting, and for tracing tor- 
pedoes, submarines and mines. 


. Ideas Used in War. 
7 SAN these ideas have been used in 
the Furopean war, Lambert says, and 
in addition to the armored aeroplane, 
has been developed and made prac- 
tiéaBle. He believes that the United 
Btates should establish aviation bases 
every 100 miles along its coast, and 
should provide radio-equipment and 
repair facilities at all these bases. 
_This plan, he believes, would enable 
sarmored aeroplanes to form a line of 
st defense. 
The great development of the sub- 
marine, Lambert holds, makes the 
ullest aero-equipment a necessity. 
The aeroplane has dealt more success- 
fully than any other agency with the 
nn the present war. 
“An aeroplane,” said Lambert, can 
Wiy at a height of 300 feet and locate 
submarine at a depth of 40 feet, 
metimes as deep as 90 feet. The 
Pesual work of the aeroplane is not 
. but to signal a surface boat. 
n aeroplane can attack a submarine, 
nly at the moment when it emerges, 
nd then the attack must be success- 
01 otherwise the submarine, with

TO HEW TODAY ON 
CHRISTMAS TREES 


Mayor and Party Will Go to 
Cedar Hill to Cut 103 Cedars 
for Municipal Celebration. 


Mayor Kiel and a party will ge in 
automobiles today to Cedar Hill, St. 
Louis County, 3% miles west of St. 
Louis, to cut down 103 cedar trees to 
be used in the Municipal Christmas 
Festival, which win be held on Twelfth 
street, between Olive and St. Charles 
streets. 

The party will include. Director of 
Public Welfare Tolkacz, Park Commis- 
sioner Cunliff, members of the Board 
of Public Service and representatives 
of the various playground associations 
which will participate in the Christ- 
mas celebration. They will start at 
9 a. m. from the Blair monument in 
Forest Park. 

Part of these trees will be used to 
line both sides of Twelfth street from 
Locust to St. Charles streets. The main 
Christmas tree, a 50-foot giant from 
Catawissa, Mo., will stand in the mid- 
die of the street. Others of the smaller 
trees will be placed in playgrounds 
which will have Christmas celebrations. 
These playgrounds are the Fairground 
Park, Buder Square, Soulard, Kennerly, 
De Soto and Mullanphy. 

The celebration at Fairground will be 
in charge of the North End Business 
Men's Association, that at Buder 
Square in charge of the Buder Square 
Memorial Association, that at Soulard 
in charge of the Soulard Improvement 
Association and that at Kennerly in 
charge of the Elleardsville Civic 
League, a negre organization. At De 
Soto and Mullayphy, city playground in- 
structors will have charge, Miss Vir- 
ginia Bagby directing the former and 
Miss Carrie Williams the latter. 

The playgrounds will have festivities 
Friday from 4 to 6 p. m. At De Soto 
and Mullanphy the attendance will be 
limited to the children of the play- 
grounds, who have arranged to ex- 
change among themselves gifts they 
have made.

more harm than the Zeppelins them- 
selves. The menace of a Zeppelin raid 
forces Englan i to keep 200 to 250 avi- 
ators and machines in the vicinity of 
London. 

England is now constructing an aero- 
plane called the super-bullet. It will 
have the most powerful of aeroplane 
motors, and will have a speed of 120 (o 
160 miles an hour, but its chief qualifi- 
cations will be its ability to climb 9000 
fect in 6% minutes. Perhaps a score 
of these machines way attack a Zep- 
pelin. A Zeppelin in the air is like a 
dreadnaught in the water. It has larger 
and longer range guns, and 8 or 10 
torpedo boats will hardly attack a 
dreadnaught. 

The dirigible and the captive balloon 
are better adapted than the aeroplane 
for some forms of spotting and range 
finding. 

“In Europe every aviator has three 
aeroplanes at his disposal, three me- 
chanics and six enlisted men. Two ad- 
ditional officers are always ready for 
service, depending on the purpose of the 
flight. and wireless operators are taken 
when needed. 

An Aerial Torpedo, 

“One of the most interesting experi- 
ments of the Navy Department is the 
development of Rear Admiral Fiske's 
idea of the aerial torpedo. It is known 
that Germany is working on a similar 
plan. This plan is to attach a torpedo 
to an aeroplane, the aeroplane to supply 
the lifting and driving force until the 
torpedo is dropped into the water. The 
aeroplanes will de guided and their 
range determined by mechanical devices. 

“The final development of this plan 
will be an aeroplane equipped with auto- 
matic stability devices, especially as to 
lateral balance. This aeroplane will fly 
six to 10 feet over the water, or higher, 
at a speed of 90 miles an hour. The 
greatest problem is to maintain the 
aeroplane at an even height, and one 
plan now being tried is to drag a rope 


balloon. 

“By the use of this device a fleet 
blockading the port of New York could 
send aeroplanes over Sandy Hook, timed 
for a certain number of minutes, and 
torpedo ships in the harbor of New 
York.” 

Lambert said, as he pointed out in his 
interview of more than two years ago, 
that the aeronautic service would partly 
pay for itself in the saving which it 
would bring about in torpedoes. Each 
torpedo costs $8000, and more than 90 
have been lost in the last two or three 
years in torpedo practice. Aeroplanes, 
following torpedoes, can prevent them 
from being lost, he said. 

Lambert favors the plan of enlisting 

and commissioning civilian aviators, to 
2 trained in war tactics. This win 
obviate the necessity of diverting na val 
officers, who have beccme proficient in

ST. LOUS BOY 


RELEASED FROM 
BRITISH ARMY 


Henry Stein Is Expected to Re- 
turn Home Probably by 
Christmas. 


Henry Stein, 19 years old, of St. Louis, 
who went to England and joined the 
army, has been released from his en- 
listment through the intercession of the 
State Department, and is expected to 
return home, probably by Christmas. 
This information was given to his fa- 
ther, Peter Stein, of 2807 Easton ave- 
nue, in a telegram from Washington. 

Young Stein's relatives have not 
heard from him since his release, but 
they presume he is on his way across 
the Atlantic, his father having seit 
funds to pay his passage. The last 
letter they had from him before he en- 
listed told of the expectation in En- 
gland that in another week conscrip- 
tion would be declared and announced 
his intention of returning immediately 
to the United States, to escape army 
service. This, together with the fact 
that he was not provided with a pass- 
rort, leads his brothers, Mack and Da- 
vid Stein, to believe that he thought 
enlistment was compulsory. 

According to his later letters he was 
assigned to the Twelfth Battalion, S. E. 
Surrey Regiment, which went into train- 
ing at Whitby, England. Stein did not 
see service in France, as his battalion 
Vas not expected to be ready for the 
trenches before Jan. 1. 

Stein left home in September, 
and went to Galveston, 
worked several months. He then ac- 
cepted an opportunity to sail on the 
Cunard liner, Pammonia, as a member 
of the crew. In one of his letters tell- 
ing of his passage over, he said the 
liner was chased by a German subma- 
rine as it neared the British coast, and 
that a wireless call brought two Brit- 
ish destroyers, which drove the subma- 
rine off. 

When Stein's father learned of the 
youth’s enlistment, he asked Congress- 
man Igoe to assist in having him re- 
turned to America. Congressman [gore 
obtained affidavits proving the youths 
American citizenship, and took up the 
matter with the State Department.

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MEAT SCRAPS AS 
WINTER POULTRY 
FOOD DISCUSSED 


Thrive Without Animal Mat- 
ter Answered by Editor. 


| have before me an article which I 
have read with much interest, entitled 
“Why Meat Scraps Are Not a Perfect 
Substitute for Insects.” It is written by 
C: H. McIntire. Mr. Melntire writes 
from a very radical point of view. He 
concludes his article by the statement 
that anyone who claims that poultry 
cannot thrive without animal matter 
“knows nothing about animal metabol- 
iam,“ a subject on which I believe I am 
fairly well informed. He further states 
that poultrymen are much more in need 


of gray matter than poultry are of ani- 
mal matter. Both these statements may 
be well founded, especially the latter. 

But I fear that Mr. McIntire will have 
tc go a great ways before he will con- 
vince expert poultry authorities, and the 
common poultry raiser, that meat is not 
of great value as a poultry food. I sup- 
pose it is similar to the discussion 
whether a vegetarian diet system is good 
for human beings. It may be. Some of 
the wisest authorities in the world dif- 
fer on this question and they differ 
honestly. I confess I don’t know on 
which side the truth lies. I know that 
human beings can get along very well 
without meat, because I have seen such 
people and I have myself gone along for 
a considerable time without meat and 
with no harmful effect from such a diet, 
but it seems to me that there is more 
evidence that poultry needs meat than 
that human beings need it. 

I am not going to take the matter up 
from a scientific point of view, but I 
believe that in both the case of human 
beings and of poultry the appetite is of 
some value as a guide. 


Chicks Have Meat Appetite. 

Now all of us who are poultry raisers 
know that chicks 24 hours old will fight 
for meat as they will not for anything 
else. It really seems that their appetite 
for meat is a natural appetite. It isn’t 
sv in a human infant. Perhaps the 
meat appetite in a human being must 
be acquired. I do not know as to that. 
Certainly it does not need to be acquired 
im the case of chicks. 

Mr. McIntire says that 
tnrive without meat. He may be right. 
He may have conducted experiments 
that have substantiated that claim. As 
ts that I do not know, but the writer of 
the article does indicate that he thinks 
insects have value for poultry and that 
seme other kinds of meat, meat scraps 
espec.ally, are not a perfect substitute 
for insects. In this 1 entirely agree 
with Mr. Melntire, but he makes the 
statement in more than one place in his 
article tu the effect that it is claimed by 
some that meat scraps are a perfect 
Substitute“ for insects. I have never 
seen any such claim as that. So far as 
| know those who put up meat schaps 
even do not make any such claim. They 
claim that meat scraps have value and 
will substitute in winter for insects, 
which cannot then be had, but they do 
not claim that they are a perfect“ sub- 
stitute. 


] myself do not believe there are any 
perfect substitutes in winter for summer 
conditions for poultry. All that we can 
dv is to provide summer conditions in 
winter so far as this is feasible. That 
is the way the dairy cow is treated. An 
effort is made with the modern dairy 
cow to provide natural summer condi- 
tions all the year round. The dairy 
cuw of the exreme type is then treated 
as an artiiicial product. It is not claimed, 
so far as I know that in winter you can 


poultry will 


Le a perfect substitute for conditions in 
ihe summer when she is in pasture upon 
succulent grass, but the modern dairy- 
man goes as far as he can in that direc 
tion. 

Whatever v¥ > may or may not think of 
the ultimately accepted idea with re- 
gard to feeding meat to poultry, it is 
unquestionably true that many poultry- 
men are having marked success in feed. 
in meat, including meat scraps, to ley- 
ing hens and other poultry. It is a very 
common argument to set up the tradi- 
tional ‘‘man of straw.” It is very easy 
10 do this and it is very easy to knock 
down the man of straw, so when Mr. 
McIntire puts up his man of straw in 
the shape of meat scraps as a “‘perfect”’ 
substitute tor .nsects he finds no difficul- 
ty in knocking down this figment of his 
imagination, for I believe it ia that. If 
he has seen any claim in print on the 
part of anyone who has any right to be 
considered a poultry authority to the ef- 
fect that meat seraps are a perfect sub- 
stitute for insects, then he has seen 
what I have not seen. 


Must Have Protein. 

1 do believe that meat scraps have 
value. I don't believe they are the very 
best form in which to feed meat. I be- 
lieve fresh meat and green cut bone ate 
better than meat scraps, but they are 
not always available. They usually cost 
more and are rot so easily handled un- 
der most circumstances, so the amateur 
poultry raiser who keeps just a few 
fowis finds t is easier to buy meat 
ecraps. We all agree, and Mr. McIntire 
cof course agrees, that protein must ce 
supplied to poultry in some form. He 
says that it can be supplied in some 
other form to better advantage than by 
the use of meat, especially meat scra,.s. 
Heo does not dirclose just how he wou'd 
supply it. aithough in one place he does 
speak in a complimentary way of milk 
as a food for pouitry. He cannot think 
ony trore highly of milk than the writer 
thinks. I suppose, however, that milk is

A A Warm and Durable House for 
Poultry, Made of Hollow Tile 


A 


TYPE of poultry house that is rapidly growing in favor is the hollow tile 
structure. The accompanying illustration shows one of these houses in 
use on the farm of L. V. Russell, Adel, Io. It is known as the 


“monitor” 


type of house. A poultry house built of this material has many advantages. 
It is dry, warm, fireproof, practically vermin proof, and time has no effect 


on it so far as the walls are concerned. 


Bullt of hollow clay blocks, this house is warmer and dryer than those built 
of solid concrete, stone or brick. This is due to the dead air spaces in the 
walls. There are no cracks, hence no pcssibilities of drafts resulting in colds 
and roup among the birds. By setting the foundation well into the ground 


rats may be kept from burrowing under and into the house. 


Neither are there 


any crevices in the walls in which vermin may hide and multiply. 
Either a shingle roof or one of prepared roofing may be used on this type 
cf house. Windows on hinges may be regulated so as to admit light alone or 


both light and air. 


The first cost of materials and labor for such a poultry 


house will be more than for one built of wood, but it will be the cheaper in 
the end, as it is practically indestructible and will outlast several wooden struc- 


tures. 
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Killing and Dressing 
Poultry for the Table 


There is art in dressing a chicken as 
in doing any other task. A little study, 
practice and care should enable one to 
remove the feathers and completely 
dress a chicken in five minutes, and do 
the work in a neat manner at that. 

A common mistake is made in having 
the water boiling hot. When the water 
is just too hot for the hand it is about 


right for scalding a ficken. The bird 
should be immersed and then moved 
about in the water, so that every part 
will be reached. 

As soon as the large wing feathers 
come out easily the bird has been scald- 
ed sufficiently. 
wing and tail feathers remove the 
smaller feathers. The work of pull- 
ing should be done as rapidly as possi- 
ble, so the carcass will not have time 
to cool. A great many of the pinfeath- 
ers may be rubbed out of the skin while 
taking out the other feathers, and be- 
fore the skin has time to cool and con- 
tract. 

When the carcass has been singed 
and washed the next step is to remove 
the entrails. The best plan is to slit 
the neck and remove the crep and fore- 
part of the gullet. To take out the in- 
testines bunch up the skin under the 
vent with the thumb and first finger of 
the left hand and with the right make a 
cut through this double thickness of 
skin about three inches across. Force 
the hand through this opening and 
around the intestines and get a firm 
hold on the gizzard. With a steady pull 
draw out the gizzard with the intestines, 
so as not to break any part of the lat- 
ter, and when out cut around the vent, 
then the whole mass will be free from 
the carcass. Then take out the liver 
and heart, wash out the inside of car- 
cass and cut up if to be prepared for 
the table within a few hours. Other- 
wise, it is better to leave the carcass 
intact until ready to cook, as this will 
prevent the loss of juices. 

One very common fault is that birds 
for table use are not killed long enough 
before being put in the pot or oven. 
They should be killed und dressed long 
enough eforehand to at least give the 
animal heat a chance to pass out and 
allow the carcass to cool thoroughly. 
Before being killed a bird should be 
starved for at least 10 to 12 hours. 


Hens Lay Best With 
30 to 50 in a Pen 


Many poultry raisers, especially farm- 
crs, keep too many fowls during the 
winter and spring. They argue that if 
20 fowls kept in certain quarters will 
produce a certain profit 0 fowls will 
produce twice as much profit. It will 
rot work out that way. In fact there 
may be more profit in 20 fowls than in 
40. It is not uncommon to find the 
average farmer housing 200 heus where 
only 50 or 75 ought to be. 

Many difficulties result from this over- 
crowding. The worst result may be dis- 
ease. It is difficult to keep a poultry 
house sanitary when there are too many 
birds in it. Another trouble, of course, 
is that the hens will not lay if they are 
crowded. If they are uncomfortable 
they may not be healthy and will annoy 
each other. The quarters are more like- 
ly to be filthy and lousy than if there 
were fewer birds. Of course, hens will 
not lay under such conditions and as a 
result of not having laid in the winter 
they will not become broody in the 
spring, when you want hens to hatch 
chicks. 

A farmer was telling that he had be- 
tween 150 and 200 hens and fed them 
well all the winter. They were kept in 
one building and he got about five eggs 
a day on the average. That isn’t sur- 
prising. Some claim that not more than 
M to hens should be kept in a single 
pen. I think this is a good rule for 
most of us, but I have seen ii violated 
with good results. I have seen the plant 
et a large white leghorn breeder who 
kept as many as 150 or 200 hens in a sin- 
gle division of his house, but the house 
was big and the birds were not crowded

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Government Tells 
How to Grow Squabs 


The United States Department of Ag- 
riculture has considered the raising of 
squads and pigeons of sufficient impor- 
tance to make a thorough investigation 
of the methods used and results ob- 
tained by small and large breeders. The 
information thus obtained has been pub- 
lished in Farmers’ Bulletin No. . 
which every squab raiser or enthusiast 
will find of great value. Copies may. be 
had on request by writing the depart- 
ment at Washington, D. C. 


Investigations by this expert showed 
that there are many failures in the 
squab or pigeon raising business. Fac- 
tors that affect profits or losses are not 
fully considered or appreciated by maty 
beginners. The greatest difficulties con- 
fronting the successful raiser of pigeons 
seems to be in securing good breeding 
stock and finding a good market for 
the produce of a small flock. Pigeons 
are a profitable source of income on 
general farms where they may secure 
much of their feed from the fields, pro- 
vided they are not a nuisance and the 
loss by shooting and by hawks, owls 
and cats is not large. They can also be 
raised successfully on farms where they 
are closely confined, provided the squabs 
can. be marketed to good advantage. 

It was found that the more proli.ic 
pigeons and those that produced the 
larger squabs were confined in pens with 
a-flyway or outside yard covered with 
poultry ire. 
pigeons were allowed their freedom the 
squabs were not nearly so large nor 


was the number hatched and raised as 
great. 


The homer was considered the most 
popular of all squab-raising breeds. An- 
other variety that is becoming popular 
for squab raising is the Carneaux. It 
is somewhat larger than the homer an4 
just about as prolific. Other good va- 
rieties reported are the runt, dragoon, 
while maltese, the white king and the 
common pigeon.

Fowls Need Dusting 
Place to Kill Lice 


A het. will dust herself by instinct as 
a means of getting rid of vermin. This 
is her only way of protecting herself 
against lice and mites on her body. This 
dusting is, of course, most necessary in 
the warm season of the year when these 
parasites are at their wurst. But it is 
also necessary to a less degree in the 
winter time some lice will remain on 
the fowls all winter if not disturbed. 

Most flocks will find their own dusting 
material in the summer time., but in the 
winter it should be provided by arti- 
ficial means. The dest way to do this 
is to place a wide, flat box in one cur- 
ner of the poultry house, where it win 
not be under the roorts, and keep a 
supply of dusting material in this. If 
the sides of the box are not high enough 
the box should be set up off the floor so 
as to keep the floor litter out of it. 

The most effective dusting matcriai 
is a dry, light, fine, powder made up 
of equal parts of fine sand, road rust, 
and sifted coal ashes. Thé finer this 
mixture the better it will be, as it takes 
the fine, powdery material vo get inte 
the breathing pores of the lice and 80 
to get rid of them. It is a good plan to 
mix a small amount of some good lice 
powder with the dusting material to 
make it still more effective. Some poul- 
trymen mix sulphur with the dusting 
material and others pour a small 
amount of coal oil over it, to make it 
good and strong. 
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colored legs. Dark-colored skins, legs “vert 


or beak indicate poor quality of flesh. 

A good mixture for feeding squabs 16 
made of equal parts of cracked corn, 
wheat, kafir and Canada peas, with 
about 10 per cent of hemp and millet 
seed added during the moult. Other 
grains which may be substituted for or 
added to these are peanuts, oats or 
hulled oats, buckwheat, Egyptian corn, 
barley, cowpeas and milo. Smal! quan- 
tities of stale bread, rice, rape, millet, 
vetch and sunflower seed may be fed 
for variety. Green feed, such as cut 
clover, alfalfa, grass. lettuce, Plaintain 
leaves, te., may be fed to good 
advantage, but are not absolutely es- 
sential. If the birds are not fed.in hop- 
pers they should be fed twice daily, in 
the morning and afternoon at regular 
hours, giving them from one and a 
half to two quarts of grain at a meal 
to every 2% pairs of pigeons. If there 
are many squabs add extra grain n 
proportion.

New Welfare Organization Win Give 
Ald te Persons Who Have 
Tuberculosis. 

The St. Louis County Welfare Asso- 
ciation, recently organized to fight tu- 
berculosis and to do general welfare 
work in the county, with headquarters 
in the Clayton Courthouse, is conducting 

a campaign to sell Red Cross seals. 

Proceeds from the sale of the seals 
will be expended solely for tuberculosis 
work in the county. Formerly all money 
received from the sale of such seals 
went to the Society for the Rellef and 
Prevention of Tuberculosis in St. Louis. 

The association has placed the seals 
for sale in churches, schools, clubs, 
banks and stores all over the county. 

St. Louls no longer takes care of 
county residents with tuberculosis. A 
nurse will be employed to visit patients 
and if, upon examination, it is found 
that patients cannot be treated a. home, 
they will be sent to an institution. 

Dr. G. C. Bawers, Health Commissioner 
of St. Louis County and chairman of the 
Finance Committee of the association, 
sald St. Louls County was unjustly 
credited with the distinction of having 
the highest death rate from tuberculosis 
in the State because most of the tuberc- 
ulésie cases originated in the city and 
the patients remove to the county.

Money has now the rule that used 
to belong to rank. And the chief duty of the lesser 
royalties seems to be to dignify wealth by associating

These last few remarks are in a chapter to which the

Some idea of the destructiveness of these shells is re- 
alized when it is known that they are 5 1-2 feet long by 
14. inches in diameter. They are to be filled with the 
highest and most powerful explosive that can be pro- 
duced. In fact, the explosive used in these shells is a 
Government setret, and a well-guarded one at that. The 
capacity for destruction of these big battleship cruisers 
can be estimated from the fact that they will carry from 
25 to 35 of these enormatis shells outside of the second- 
ary and tertiary batteries. 

The crew necessary to handle these giant sky cruisers 
will consist of six or eight men, who will be thoroughly 
protected by armor heavy enough to meet any demands 
made on it. Every item of equipment for the proper 
handling of these cruisers will be installed, among which 
will be a full wireless apparatus, double sets of anemo- 
meters, inclinometers, aneroids, compasses, speed in- 
dicators, clocks, ascent and descent indicators and 
aviaphones. In fact, the aviaphones will be a 
complete telephone system to all parts of the cruiser, 
which is very necessary under high battle stress. There 
will also be a sketching table, rangefinders and drift in- 
dicators. These latter are remarkable, as they will give 
the pilot the true course of the machine while in mo- 
tion, regardless of adverse wind currents. | 


The controlling apparatus is especially designed to

keep the machine under full control when duplicate 


parts are shot away in battle. For instance, there are 
two pilots, who have independent compartments, in 
which they sit or stand and drive the machine. Each 
pilot has double control and a full set of instruments 
necessary to his’ successful handling of the aeroplane. 
If one of these controls is shot away he can immediately 
shift his attention to the other set, and if these are shot 
away and he is killed or injured, the successful hand- 
ling of the machine has only been impaired just that 
much or nonevat all, because the other pilot, who is in 
the other compartment, has exactly a similar set of 
controls, tyere being a double set. Hence the crew need 
not worry if one of the pilots is killed or his controls 
shot away or injured. 

If it should happen that both pilots were killed or that 
all the controls were shot away, the machine would 
not be out of action by any means, according to the in- 
ventor. An automatic mechanical control would be im- 
mediately .set in motion and the machine could be 
steered back to its starting point. 

On account of their great radius of action, the base 
of these battle aeroplanes would not necessarily be with 
the army or navy, but they would have a distinct and 
distant base of operations. Therefore, they are not a 
unit, but a distinct factor in the success of a campaign. 
In fact, a squadron of these cruisers could properly be 
a determining factor in any engagement, that is to say, 
they would be sufficiently powerful to decide the result 
of any military or naval operation, Dr. Christmas de- 
clares. 

If the hopes of the inventor prosper, the world may 
expect in the next few months to hear startling news 
from the sky-front. We may hear of destructive raids 
against Essen and against the Austrian Skoda factories, 
makers of the 42-centimeter howitzers; of forays against 
the German fleet and of air attacks against the German 
land forces which will have important weight in the 
arbitrament of arms. These are great expectations, to be 
sure—but England and her allies have enough confidence 
in them to invest more than $1,000,000 in Dr. Christmas’ 
vision. Including these orders, he says he has enough 
business booked ahead to keep 2500 men employed for 
five years. 

It may also be a reass@Ping fact in President Wilson’s 
preparedness propaganda that American mechanical 
genius has at last solved the problem of building an 
aeroplane large and powerful enough to carry a formida- 
ble armament of guns and bombs, and also swift enough 
liké England’s battle cruisers of the sea, to keep 
yond the range of the guns of any enemy that may 
pose it, and batter him to pleces at its leisure.

HE fickleness with which fortune has alternately 
smiled and frowned upon Tod Sloan, in his hey- 
day undoubtedly the most famous jockey in the 
world, is strikingly illustrated by two events 
which have happened almost simultaneously. He 

has published a fascinating book of reminiscences, 
which is largely an oe and pathetic plea for 
reinstatement in tie 
sport from which he 
was banished 15 
years ago; and he 
has been deported 
from England under 
the Defense of the 
Realm act, supposed- 
ly because he was 
running a gambling 
house in London 
where English of- 
ficers lost large 
sums of money. 
There are few 
careers so amazing- 
ly romantic as that 
of the little Indiana 
ragamuffin, whose 
name became known 
to thousands who 
know nothing else 
whatever about the 
turf, who won races 
until his success be- 
came positively un- 
canny, who became 
the idol of the multi- 
tude here and 
abroad, who wore 
the colors and shook 
the hand of King 
Edward VII, and 
who dropped out 
suddenly from rac 
ing when he was at 
the pinnacle of his 
glory. This story is 
fully told in “Tod 
Sloan, by Himself,“ 
as is the title of the

Kokomo, Ind.,

His father, an 
officer in the Union army during the Civil War, ran a 
combination real estate office and barber shop in Ko- 
komo; and Tod used to climb on a stool to lather the 
customers whom his elder brother “Cash” (Cassius) 
was to shave. 

Tod was an idle and shiftless urchin, playing truant 
from school to go fishing and hunting with his dog, 
Tony, until there was talk of sending him to a reforma- 
tory. When he was 13 he was turned out to shift for 
himself, and got a job as handy boy in a livery stable 
in Kokomo. This was not because he loved horses, but 
because it was the first thing that turned up. Strange 
to say, Tod Sloan, afterwards to be @oted for his mas- 
tery of the most vicious mounts, had in his boyhood a 
deadly fear of horses.

He wanted to go to the funeral of a boy friend, but 
the cemetery was a long way off; so with fear and 
trembling he “borrowed” a gray horse from the stable 
and set out.

“I may as well be frank about it,” said Sloan. 
“The truth is that up to 1893 I was so bad that 1 
was a byword among trainers. They used to say 
that if a man didn’t want his horse to win he 
needn’t have him pulled. All that he had to do 
was to send for Sloan. His riding would be handi- 


Soon afterwards Sloan was signed to ride at the 
Bay District track at San Francisco, and the news- 
papers said he must have been engaged for his 
loud clothes instead of his merits as a jockey. But 
this proved the turning point in his career, for 
there he discovered, quite by accident, he says, the

Tod thought the proposition over 
carefully, with the result that a few 
hours later he was on a train for St. 
Louis to join his brother “Cash,” who 
was working for Tom Tracey, dead these 
many years, but at that time a well- 
cnown figure at the St. Louis racetrack. 
Tod was still as afraid of horses as 
ever, and at first did only odd jobs, 
such as leading the horses about after 
a gallop and rubbing their legs. But 
one day his brother put him up op a

him off, and got back to the stable long 
before he did. 

“I still hated the whole business,” 
says Sloan, “but, as I had gotten into 
it, I didn’t care to slouch off.” He took 
his many falls philosophically, reflecting 
that after all they were not as bad as 
dropping from a balloon with a home- 
made parachute which might not open. 

His first public, though involuntary, 
ride, was at Pueblo, Colo. He was to 
walk a horse named Jim Douglas around 
the ring, but the animal, disdaining its 
rider, ran away, with Tod tugging at 
the bridle and yelling for help at the 
top of his voice. The horse finally shot 
him off into a mud bank.

The 
English jockeys, he says, were driven into a cormer by 
an invasion of American jockeys—Lester and Johnny 
Reiff and Willie Sims, besides himself and others—who 
were capturing all the prizes in the sport of kings. 


Whatever the merits of the matter, Sloan was ruled 
off the British turf and consequently found himself 
barred both in France and the United States. He spent 
15 years in vainly attempting te be reinstated, and sank. 
according to his own admission, into a bookmaker and 
gambler. At the beginning cf the war he attempted to 
enlist as a French sharpshooter, but was rejected be- 
cause he was too small to h with regu’ar soldiers, 
although he had won prizes as a marksman. Then he 
tried to get a job with the machine-gun squad. “I was 
sure I could make good work with it,” he remarks. “and 
certainly I should have been a smaller target than many 
others.” But he was turned down. Then he joined the 
Red Cross Ambulance Corps—he who had traveled abcut 
Europe with three or four automobiles and couple of 
chauffeurs—and finally turned up in London, which 
would have none of him.

N the musty archives of the French Gov- 
ernment she is merély Emilienne 
Moreau, the youngest of her sex to have 
achieved mention in Gen. Joffre’s Order 
of the Day and the right to wear upon 
her breast the Cross of War. But to 
thousands upon thousands of French and 

British soldiers she is the Jeanne d’Arc of Loos 
—whose valiant spirit won back Loos for France. 

The Official Journal has only this to say about 
Emilienne Moreau: 

“On Sept. 25, 1915, when British troops entered 
the village of Loos, she organized a first-aid sta- 
tion in her house and worked day and night to 
bring in the wounded, to whom she gave all 
assistance while refusing to aécept any reward. 
Armed with a rifle, she went out and succeeded 
in overcoming two German soldiers who, hidden 
in a nearby house, were firing at the first-aid 
station.” 

No mention is made in the official record eof 
the fact that she shot down the two Germans 
when their bayonets were within a few inches 
of her body; and that later on she destroyed, 
with hand bombs snatched from a British gren- 
adier’s stock, three more foemen engaged in the 
same despicable work. 

Nor is it set forth how, when the British line 
was wavering under the most terrible cyclone of 
shells ever let loose upon earth, Bmilienne 
Moreau sprang forward with a bit of tri-colored 
bunting in her hand and the glorious words ef 
the “Marseillaise” upon her lips, and, by her 
fearless example, averted a retreat that might 
have meant disaster along the whole front. 
Only the men who were in that fight can fully 
understand why Sir Douglas Haig was right im 
christening Emilienne Moreau the Joan of Are 
of Loos. 

All this happened during the last great ot. 
fensive of the allies in Artois, between Arras 
and La Bassee. For almost a year before Emil- 
ienne Moreau, who is now just 17, had lived is 
Loos under the rule of the invader. During ab 
most all of that time the village had been under 
the allies’ artillery fire. Yet neither she nor her 
parents made any attempt to move to a safer 
place. 

Their home was in Loos, and some day, hep 
felt sure, the Germans would be driven back.

It was when the first Iull came that she dle 
tected the firing upon her first-aid station. How ee 
she followed and shot down two Germans re- 
sponsible for this wanton attack is narrated in 
‘he official report. Not long afterward she lo- 
vated three more in the act of perpetrating the 
same outrage, and this trio she dispatched 
with hand grenades borrowed from a British 
Sergeant. 

Although it was the first time in the war that 
1 woman had fought with hand bombs, such was 
she confusion of the battle that her brave ex- 
ploit passed unremarked until it was revealed 
»y a special correspondent of a Paris pewspaper, 
the Petit Parisien, who got the story from 
British soldiers. From the same source all 
France learned that because a young girl bad 
deen corrageous enough to sing the “Marsel- 
laise” amidst the din of battle the British 
troops had ceased to falter in their advance, and 
the village of Loos had again become part of 
France. 

The girl's achievement loses somewhat of its 
intense dramatic spirit when recounted in the 
blunt language of the official report, but as told 
by witnesses it was one of the inspiring moments 
of the war. It was comparable to the intense 
moment when the author of “La Marseillaise.” 
first leaped upon an eminence and thrilled 1 
mob with the world’s greatest battle song. 

A command of Scotch Highlanders had the 
honor of pushing home the attack upon Loos. 
History has proved over and over again that 
when the Scotch soldier advances to the charge 
with a hymna upon his lips some of the grim- 
mest, most terrible fighting the world has ever 
known is to follow. When the sturdy Highland 
infantrymen swung out of their trenches and 
marched to meet the murderous bullets of the 
Germans, “God Save the King,” burst from their 
lips. Like the Covenanters of old, or a com- 
mand of Cromwell’s own Ironsides, they ad- 
vanced, undismayed by the hail of shrapnel that 
thinned their line. There came a time when it 
seemed that human flesh and blood could no 
longer’ endure the fire, when even the Scotch- 
men wavered. 

And then Mile. Moreau appeared before them 
like an apparition. Shrill, above the roar of the 
cannonade and the song of the attackers, her 
voice called the immortal challenge of the French 
hymn: Allons, enfants de la patrie, Le jour de 
gioire est arrivee!
